Tales of heroism and of costly 
j 
hesitancy were told today w ithin ! 
the grey grim walls of the Ohio 
pen iten tiary w here 317 convicts, | 
locked in their cells, were b urned 
to

n ight in one of the most life 
destroying fires in history. 
T he guards and inm ates of the 
prison recounted the vivid de­ 
tails of the disaster, an official 
state 
com m ittee appointed 
b y 
G overnor Cooper sought to learn 
w hat caused the b laze and why 
the locked-in prisoners were not 
lib erated in tim e to escape. 
In the horticultural b uilding a t 
the state fair grounds, scores of 
un d ertak ers worked untiringly to 
prepare the victim s for b urial. 
The id en tity of 276 of the dead 
convicts had b een estab lished. 
The first official action of those 
investigating last n ights death 
dealing fire in Ohio penitentiary 
v/as tak en today when Prison 
G uard W atkinson was suspended « 
from duty. W atkinson was one 
of two guards on duty in the cell 
b lock w here m ost of the 317 fa ­ 
talities occurred. 
T he lives of 317 Ohio peniten­ 
tiary convicts were snuffed out 
b y flam e and smoke while they 
were locked in their cells last 
night, according to the official 
casualty 
count m ade today b y 
state officials. 
M ore tha n 150 other prisoners | 
w ere in the penitentiary hospital 
an d from sixty to seventy 
of 
these were 
in a critical condi­ 
tion from b urns and from smoke 
they inhaled while fire raged in 
p a rts of four cell b locks. 
T he pen iten tiary housed 4,300 
convicts, some 2,500 ab ove 
the 
capacity for w hich it was in ten d ­ 
ed, w hen the fire, b elieved of in ­ 
cendiary origin, and fanned b y a 
stiff wind, swept through the up­ 
per tiers of the four b locks, 
spreading d eath and suffering in 
its rage.

ATTEMPTED RIOT IN 


Columb us, O., April 22—</P)— 
An investigation of the Ohio 
oenitentiary fire, launched today 
b y Franklin county Prosecutor 
John C hester, Jr., was halted 
ab ruptly when G overnor Cooper 
directed S tate A ttorney G eneral 
G ilb ert B ettm an to take c ha rg^ 
of the inquiry. C hester had re ­ 
com m ended tha t W arden P res­ 
ton Thom as b e suspended tem ­ 
porarily, pending investigation, 
and had ordered telephones re ­ 
moved from the w arden’s office. 
Several state officials protested 
C hester’s actions, and this was 
followed b y the governor’s a n ­ 
nouncem ent 
designating 
B ett­ 
m an as the chief investigator. 
A ssistant 
A ttorney * G eneral 
Shively 
said 
the 
investigation 
would b e resum ed shortly, and 
tha t the sessions would b e open 
to the press. 
He said all guards and con­ 
victs who m ight have any infor­ 
m ation on the cause of the b laze 
and sub sequent events would b e 
called.

-T he tragic loss of life result­ 
ing from the fire a t Ohio peni­ 
tentiary is deplorab le and a p ­ 
palling. The situation is one thai 
calls for calm judgm ent and full 
cooperation on the part of offi­ 
cials and the pub lic alike. 
O ur first duty is to care for the 
dead and provide every possib le 
aid for the injured. This we are 
doing. 
•I have directed the director of 
pub lic w elfare Hal H. Griswold 
and the A ttorney G eneral, G il­ 
b ert B ettm an to conduct a thor­ 
ough and searching 
investiga • I 
t’on. 
-My heartfelt sym pathy goes j 
out to all the fam ilies who have 
lost dear ones in this c a ta s tro -, 
phe.”

"The governor expresses

Gov ernor Leslie Rev eals Attempt 
Made by Group at Michigan 
City in Nov ember

An attem pted riot at the Indi­ 
ana State prison at Michigan 
City on last Nov ember 30, and 
about the time of the meeting of 
the state crime commission at 
the prison, was rev ealed today 
by Gov .

m ately 60 men were inv olv ed, 
was quickly checked and did not 
take on any g feat proportions. 
The gov ernor said that the 
m ov em ent was not of any m ag ­ 
nitude and it was not consider­ 
ed of any more importance than 
unrest that ex ists almost con­ 
stantly . 
It was reported that a guard 
was attacked during the session 
of the crime committee and that 
sev eral prisoners were placed in 
solitary confiement. 


Columb us, O., April 22—(/P)—By 
some irony of chance, all the 
prisoners aw aiting execution in 
d eath row escaped last 
night 
when fire in Ohio penitentiary, 
claim ed m ore tha n 275 lives. 
W hen the b laze m enaced their 
cells, they were transferred to 
the solitary confinem ent section.

PRISON RIOTING 


In the last few m onths several state peniten­ 
tiaries and prisons have been the scene of blood­ 
shed and strife, due to outbreaks and m utiny on 
the p a rt of those confined. The prison break, fire 
and disaster at the Ohio state prison, seems a 
climax to all of the former happening s in the 
various prisons. 
O ther prison breaks have taken the lives of 
several convicts and g uards, but the one at 
Columbus ranks foremost in the loss of life and 
property damag e. 
Rioting and m utiny in our prisons alarm ev­ 
ery one. 
It is g etting to be a most serious thing 
and no prison cap now be looked upon as safe. 
It is a problem th a t faces every state. 
Probably g overnors have been too free in sig n­ 
ing pardons; 
probably the prisoners, who are 
sent there for punishm ent, have been g iven too 
m any liberties, g ood times, entertained, and not 
enoug h of the old fashioned discipline which at 
one time characterized these institutions. 
In penitentiaries, in which such m utiny has 
ex isted, one usually finds the worst of g ang land. 
They had their way while following their chosen 
line r.f work. It nat been hard for ih'-iu to adapt 
themselves to prison way s. 
They still w ant to 
have the upper hand, and it beg ins to look as if 
tney are g oing to keep on causing trouble. 
Cong ress, with all of its m any investig ating 
committees, m ig ht do m ankind a g ood thing by 
ex tending their crime commission in the direc­ 
tion of prison mutiny . 
If the prisons, m anag e­ 
m ent sy stem or som ething else, are not rig ht, 
they should be corrected. 
Mutiny should 
curbed, whatever the cost. 
be 


A TOLL - ROAD SYSTEM. 
A New York business firm has asked perm is­ 
sion to construct a hig h-speed toll hig hway be­ 
tween New York and New Haven, Conn. Its pro- 


posal is ex tremely interesting ; so, also, are some 
of the ideas th a t is provokes. 
This hig hway would have four lanes. It would 
bridg e over all crossroads. In the center lane the 
m inim um speed would be 35 miles an hour. The 
entire distance covered would be 8 5 miles, and all 
drivers using it, of course, would pay a fee to the 
operating company . The cost of its construction 
is estim ated a t $200,000,000. 
In addition, its sponsors have prepared a plan 
for linking all the big cities in the nation with 
similar private turnpikes. 
The cost, naturally , 
would be stupendous. 
But the 
m otorist who 
could afford to pay the tolls could drive about 
the country at a far g reater speed th a n our pres­ 
ent hig hway s permit. 
There are m any strong points in favor of this 
plan. Traffic cong estion in certain m etropolitan 
heig hborhoods is 
almost 
unbearable. 
New 
hig hway s are needed almost every where, y et state 
and national g overnments are spending now all 
they can afford on th a t item. There is no q ues­ 
tion th a t privately -operated toll hig hway s would 
provide needed relief. 
Yet this business of a network of private road­ 
way s has an unpleasant sort of ring to it. It al­ 
most g oes w ithout say ing th a t the people oug ht 
to control all hig hway s and have free access to 
them. 
The ultim ate conseq uences of perm itting 
private interests to bind the nation tog ether with 
a far-flung sy stem of private hig hway s are not 
altog ether promising . 
Democracy hardly lies in th a t direction. 
It 
may be th a t the constantly g rowing stream of 
motor traffic will compel us to adopt some such 
plan; but one wonders if, in such case, it would 
not be wise to put strict recapture clauses into 
all the contracts, so th a t state and federal g ov­ 
ernm ents could eventually g et possession of these 
toll-roads. 
The idea of a g reat chain of roads 
reserved ex clusively for those who have plenty 
of money does not jibe with American traditions 
in the slig htest deg ree.

their investigation of the fire, 
which all agreed was of incen­ 
diary origin. 
About 15 0 prisoners who were 
in the lower ranges of the cell 
block s when the fire brok e out 
were in the penitentiary hospi­ 
tal today , many of them seri­ 
ously injured. 
The flames were discovered 
shortly before 5 :30 p. m. Within 
several hours the fire had been 
brought under control but the 
suffocating smok e continued to 
tak e its toll among the convicts. 
In the adjoining cell block s men 
screamed to be released. And 
when the prison officials capitu­ 
lated to their demands the wide 
penitentiary 
y ard 
became 
a 
streaming mass of gray clothed 
m£ n. 
Before two hours had passed 
this mass of men, pick ing their 
way 
among 
countless 
bodies 
spread over the y ard, became a 
threatening menace. 
Some of 
them cut the fire hose which 
continued to play upon flames 
th at spread to the prison cotton 
and woolen mills. Others hurled 
atones and slugged the guards 
that were try ing to m aintain or­ 
der. In the dining hall dishes 
and tables were upset. 
Every available policeman in 
Columbus was summoned for 
duty both within the prison and 
on the outside. 
A sub-machine 
gun in the guard room protected 
the entrance to the prison y ard. 
Two 
companies 
o f 
regula r 
armv troops and 1,5 00 Ohio na­ 
tional guardsmen were stationed 
at strategic places about the 
penitentiary . 
Every guard on 
both day and night shifts was 
on duty . 
Still the thousands of milling

Origin of Blaze 'Undetermined, and Rioting With

Columbus, O.,xApril 


Tales of heroism and of costly 
hesitancy -were told today within 
' the grey grim walls of the Ohio 


penitentiary -where 317 convicts, 
locked in then- cells, were burned 
to death and suffocated last 
night in one of the most life 
destroying fires In history. 


The guards and inmates of the 


prison recounted the vivid de- 
tails of the disaster, an official 
state committee appointed by 
Governor Cooper sought to learn 
what caused the blaze and why 
the iocfced-in prisoners were not 
liberated In time to escape. 


In the horticultural building at 


the state fair grounds, scores of 
undertakers worked untiringly to 
prepare the victims for burial. 
The identity of 276 of the dead 
convicts had been established. 


The first official action of those 


investigating last night's death 
dealing fire in Ohio penitentiary 
was taken today when Prison 
Ouard Watkinson was suspended 
from duty. Watkinson was one 
of two guards on duty in the cell 
tolock where most of the 317 fa- 
talities occurred. 


The lives of 317 Ohio peniten- 


tiary «onvicts were snuffed jout 
•toy^ame^and smoke while they 
were locked in their cells last 
night, according to the 
official 


(Casualty count made today by 
state officials. 


More than 150 other prisoners 


were in the penitentiary hospital 
and from sixty to seventy of 
these were In a critical condi- 
tion from burns and from smoke 
they inhaled while fire raged in 
parts of Jour cell blocks. 


The penitentiary housed 4,300 


convicts, some 2,500 above the 
capacity for which it was intend- 
ed, when the fire, believed of in- 
cendiary origin, and fanned by a 
stiff wind, swept through the up- 
per tiers of the four blocks, 


« spreading death and suffering in 


its rage.

PRISON RIOTING . 


In the last few months several state peniten- 


tiaries and prisons^'have been the scene of blood- 


• shed and strife, -due to outbreaks and mutiny on 
the part of those confined. The prison break, fire 
and disaster at the Ohio state prison, seems a 
•climax to all of the former happenings in the 
various prisons. 


Other prison breaks have taken the lives of 


several convicts and guards, but the one at 
Columbus ranks foremost in the loss of life and 
property damage. 


Rioting and mutiny 'in' our prisons alarm ev- 


eryone. It is getting to be a most serious thing 
and no prison cap now be looked upon as safe. 
It is a problem that faces every state. 


Probably governors have been too free in sign- 


ing pardons; probably the prisoners, who are 
sent there for punishment, have been given too 
many liberties, good times, entertained, and not 
«nough of. the old fashioned discipline which at 
•one time characterized these institutions. 


In penitentiaries, in which such mutiny has 


Existed, one usually finds the worst of gangland. 
They had their way while following their chosen 
;ino '.f work. It hat been hard for ih°:« to adapt, 
themselves to prison ways. They still want to 
have the upper hand, and it begins to look as if 
they arc- going to Keep.on causing trouble. 


Congress, with, all of its many investigating 


committees, might do mankind a good thing by 
extending their crime commission in the direc- 
tion of prison mutiny. If the prisons, manage- 
ment system or something else, are not right, 
they should be corrected. Mutiny should be 
•curbed, whatever the cost. 


A TOLL-ROAD SYSTEM. 


A New York business firm has asked permis- 


sion to construct a high-speed toll highway be- 
tween New York and New Haven, Conn. Its pro- 


. posal is extremely interesting; so, also, are some 


of the ideas that is provokes. 


Tliis highway would have four lanes. It would 


bridge over all crossroads. In the center lane the 
minimum speed Tvoirld-be 35 miles an.hour. The 
entire distance covered would be 85 miles, and all 
drivers using it, of course, would pay a fee to the 
operating company. The cost of its construction 
is estimated at $200,000,000. 


In addition, its sponsors have prepared a plan 


for linking all the 'big cities in the nation with 
similar private turnpikes. The cost, naturally, 
would be stupendous. 
But the motorist who 


could afford to pay the tolls could, drive about 
the country at a far greater speed than our pres- 
ent highways permit. 


There are many strong points'in favor of this 


plan. Traffic congestion in certain metropolitan 
heighborhoods is 
almost 
unbearable. 
New 


highways are needed almost everywhere, yet state 
and national governments are spending now all 
they can afford on that item. There is no ques- 
tion that privately-operated toll highways would 
provide needed relief. 


Yet this business of a network of private road- 


ways has an unpleasant sort of ring to it. It al- 
most goes without saying that the people ought 
to control all highways and have free access to 
them. The ultimate .consequences of permitting 
private interests to bind the nation together with 
a far-flung system of private highways are not 
altogether promising. 


Democracy hardly lies in that direction. It 


may be that the constantly growing stream of 
motor traffic will compel us to adopt some such 
plan; but one wonders if, in such case, it would 
not be wise to put strict recapture clauses into 
all the contracts, so that state and federal gov- 
ernments could eventually get possession of these 
toll-roads. The idea of a great chain of roads 
reserved exclusively for those who have plenty 
of money does not jibe with American traditions 
in the sjightest degree.
